At abou t 3:30 on the morning of Au g. 24, 19 7 4, shots rang 
ou t at an ov erlook on Rou te 44 -55 in the Town ol Rochester. 
At 4:40 a.m . two sta te troopers on rou tine patrol were 
driv ing past the ov erlook on the Shaw angu nk M ou ntains 
w hen they spotted a car parked with its lights on. Ly ing 
nex t to the car was the bu llet-riddled body of a m an. 
D espite m u ltiple gu nshot w ou nds su ffered more tha n an 
hou r earlier, the m an was still aliv e. He was ru shed to a 
hospital a nd a state police inv estigation was im m ediately 
lau nched. At 12:22 p.m . that day the m ortally w ou nded 
m an died at Kingston Hospital, and the state police had 
an u nsolv ed m u rder on their hands. 
The m u rd er probe, as of today , has continu ed for ex actly 
one y ear. D espite the ongoing probe, a solu tion to the case 
has continu ed to elu de inv estigators. 
T he dead m an was 25 -y ear-old Efraim F. (F rank) Bello 
ol K erhonkson. He resided alone and was em ploy ed at 
C hannel M aster in Ellenv ille. 
Bello cam e to Ulster C ou nty from New York City , where 
his family still liv es. He was reportedly som ew hat of a loner 
althou gh not u nfriendly . 
It was Bello’s cu stom , as on Friday night. Au g. 23, 19 7 4, 
to go to New Paltz and bar-hop, He was last seen in a New 
P altz bar at abou t 1 a.m . on the m orning of Au g. 24. 
At 3:30 a.m . Bello was m ortally wou nded at the Minne- 
waska Trail ov erlook. He was shot once in the head, once 
in the back and a third bu llet grazed his shou lder. 
Du ring the cou rse of the su bsequ ent inv estigation, resi­ 
d ents were fou nd who heard the shots at 3:30 a.m . 
'The slay ing has been described as ‘‘ex ecu tion ty pe ” in 
that Bello's killer “ intended to do him in when he shot 
him ," one inv estigator com m ented du ring the early m onths 
of the probe. Bu t no u nderworld connections to Bello were 
u ncov ered. 
’The y ou ng m u rder v ictim had been arrested in 19 7 3 on 
a m ariju ana possession charge, bu t that was apparently the 
ex tent of his prev iou s contact with the law. Ironically , that 
arrest occu rred alm ost ex actly one y ear to the day prior to 
his death: Au g. 23, 19 7 3. 
Following Bello's death, police, with the assu rance that 
“ all inform ation will be held in the strictest confidence," 
sou ght pu blic aid in atte m pting to trace Bello’s w here­ 
a b o u ts on the m orning of Au g. 24. T hey are still left with 
a nearly fou r-hou r gap betw een the tim e he was last seen 
in a New P altz bar and the tim e he was fou nd ly ing near 
d e ath nex t to his cu stom ized y ellow Ford Bronco on the 
ov erlook. 
T he m u rd er probe has stretched into New York City and 
throu ghou t eastern New York. Literally hu ndreds of per­ 
sons hav e been interv iewed. 
Senior Inv estigator .James Fitzgerald, in charge of Bu reau 
of C rim inal Inv estigation personnel at the Ellenv ille S tate 
Police station, ex plained that the Bello case is still being 
v ery activ ely pu rsu ed. W ork is being done daily on the case 
and interv iews are still being condu cted. 
Aid from the pu blic is also still being sou ght as in­ 
v estigators a tte m pt to close the nearly fou r-hou r gap and 
find someone who saw Bello after 1 a.m . last Au g. 24 . . 
. as well as the person who fired the fatal shots.

There are few m ajor changes ami as em phasized sev eral tim es 
by charter comm ission m em bers, no new jobs u nder the new 
harter. If any thing, they hojie the new charter may prov e to 
be a money -sav er in the long ru n. “ Hopefu lly su ch re stru ctu r­ 
ing will prov ide efficiency and with it economies,' said Andrew 
iilda.v , staff attorney to the commission. 


The comm ission had the most difficu lty with the two highest 
>ffices: m ay or and alderm an-at-large. T here was no qu estion 
hat a "strong m ay or” sy stem of gov ernment wou ld be retained 
and that the term of office wou ld be kept at two y ears. T ha t 
was the feeling of the pu blic as su rv ey ed throu gh some 1,500

Cou ncil approv al althou gh they will need the approv al of their 
resjiectiv e boards. 
The m ay or will becom e president of all major comm issions 
and boards inclu ding the W ater Board, prev iou sly au tonom ou s. 
In add ition, the W ater Board will lie requ ired to su bm it 
changes in w ater rates to the C om m on Cou ncil lor approv al. 


T here will be fiv e m em bers on the six major boards, giv ing 
the m ay or who tak es office on Ja n. 1, 19 7 b (assu m ing the 
t harter is approv ed) 24 a ppointm ents, all of which hav e to be 
approv ed by the Cou ncil. 


On the other hand , the com m ission feels it’s freed a great deal 
of the m ay or’s tim e by hav ing v ariou s other adv isory boards 
su ch as hou sing code, landm arks, assessment, etc., report to 
v ariou s d e partm e nt heads rather than directly to him.

J E R U S A L E M (UPI) — Secretary of S ta te Henry A. K issin­ 
ger laid 
the grou ndwork for a Sy rian-Israeli peace pact

settlem ent, say ing he was m eeting no u nex pected obstacles. 
Kissinger conferred for fiv e hou rs in D am ascu s with Sy rian 
President A Hafez Assad in the afternoon. A senior U.S. official 
in the K issinger party told reporters Assad showed willingness 
to talk peace term s with Israel. 
Kissinger, m aking the second Israeli stop on his M iddle East 
diplom atic shu ttle, spent S a tu rd ay night with Prim e M inister 
Y itzhak R abin and their aides at a gov ernm ent gu est hou se 
su rrou nded by barbed wire ou tside Tel Av iv . He later went to 
the King Dav id Hotel in Jeru salem to spend the night. 
In the lobby of the King Dav id, Kissinger and Israeli Foreign 
M inister Yigal Allon, shou lder-to-shou lder and beam ing, pro­ 
claimed progress to tou rists and reporters. 
“ I do not w ant to m easu re distances bu t we are continu ing 
to m ake progress and the differences continu e to be rem ov ed 
and we hav e encou ntered no u nex pected obstacles," Kissinger 
said. 
Allon said Rabin asked Kissinger to delay u ntil M onday 
m orning his departu re for a second Alex andria, Egy pt, m eeting 
with E gy ptian President Anw ar S ad at. Kissinger agreed. 
Kissinger scratched his plans to v isit Sau di Arabia M onday , 
becau se of the ex pected trip to Alex andria. 
Allon said the Israelis w anted to go ov er both new a nd old 
negotiating points with the Am ericans. 
T he hotel lobby crowd cheered Kissinger. O u tside, police 


barricades held off an e stim a te d 5 0 d em onstrators shou ting, 
"K issinger go home, Kissinger go hom e." 
Earlier, more than 1,000 right-wing protesters clashed with 
clu b-carry ing police near the gu est hou se in Tel Av iv while the 
m eeting was u nderw ay .

c hanted “ Kissinger go hom e" in English, and at one point 
blocked the Tel Av iv -bou nd lane of the coast road to Haifa, 
Israel’s m ain north-sou th highway .

In Jeru salem , police arrested 19 y ou ths from a crowd of 5(H) 
that d e m ons tra ted near R a bin’s home then m arched to police 
headqu arters.

‘Honor Spirit'

KINGSTO N 
(*ov. Hugh L. Carey, apeaking hI the Senate House where 
New York State government got its start 199 years ago, 
announced the apjxtintment of a 13-member Bicentennial 
Coordinating Council which he said will continue the work of 
the bicentennial commission after the official celebration 
period is over. 
“ In the bicentennial we celebrate the spirit that gave birth 
to the Revolution and sustained it," Carey said in the Senate 
House garden last Thursday. "That spirit must be honored long 
after the bicentennial has passed." 
The governor stopped in Kingston as part of his Hudson 
Valley tour which featured a series of civic meetings. 
His arrival in Kingston proved to be a banner day with three 
hands in readiness 
The Village Volunteers Ancient Fife and 
Drum Corps from Del mar, the West Point Hellcats and 
Kingston's own Indian Drum and Bugle Corps. 
John Ci. Pell, chairman of the New York State Bicentennial 
Commission, offered welcoming remarks to a crowd of several 
hundred persons which included Young Stockaders in Revolu­ 
tionary regalia. Mayor Francis R 
Koenig introduced the 
governor. 
Carey's address was brief, dealing primarily with the historic 
nature of the event. 
“ The Kingston Senate House is one of the most cherished 
historic sites in New York State," he began. 
"This stonehouse, which was originally constructed 100 years 
before the Revolutionary War, held the first government of our 
state. 
“ It stands today as a monument of the resourcefulness, the 
spirit and the dedication of the people of the Empire State," 
he said. 
“ Our state's first constitution was adopted here, and our 
state’s first governor. George Clinton, was elected here. 
“ I cannot think of a more fitting place for the announcement 
of the formation of the state of New York Becentennial 
Coordinating Council. 
“ Many of our nation's most meaningful and most cherished 
bicentennial events, monuments and sites are located here in 
New York State. 
"The Bicentennial coordinating council will play a key role 
in organizin and planning our state's bicentennial events. It 
will work closely with the New York State American Revolution 
Bicentennial Commission.” 
The Gov. then announced the name of Dr. Richard Morris 
of Columbia University, a noted Revolutionary War historian, 
as chairman of the newly-formed council. 
The governor went on to relate some of the historic events 
that had occurred in New York State before, duringand after 
the Revolutionary War. 
He noted that New York City had been the center of (British) 
administration of the colonies prior to the war and that some 
of the earliest revolutionary activity (formation of the Sons of 
Liberty in 1765) occurred in New York. 
"The First battle of the Revolution, ‘The Battle of Golden 
Hill* took place in lower Manhattan in 1770." he said. He noted 
that fully one-third the battles in the war were staged in New 
York State and that upwards of 45,(XX) New Yorkers took up 
arms against the British. 
“ The town of Kingston paid a great price for our nation's 
freedom as this Senate House and the entire town around it 
was burned to the ground by British soldiers," Carey said. “ But 
its spirited citizens rebuilt their town, stone by stone as soon 
as the war was over."

The next time the price ot 
bread or eggs or milk goes up 
—and that occasion is almost 
inevitable -think twice before 
you lav all the blame on the 


farmer. The art of growing and 
producing food has never been 
more sophisticated, costly or 
tenuous than in the 1970's. 
T hat point was underscored 
time and again during last 
week's tour of Ulster County's 
agricultural 
community 
by 
state officials, politicians and 
consumerists. For seven hours, 
the visitors gingerly picked 
their way through the corn­ 
fields, apple bins and dairy 
barns that represent one of 
Ulster County's most impor­ 
tant indust rys. 
There are more than 600 
farms in Ulster County and 
almost 85,000 acres of land 
devoted to agriculture. The 
total value of all farm lands 
and buildings is an estimated 
$80 million; the total capital 
investment exceeds $110 mil­ 
lion; annual gross income is 
more than $98 million. 
But despite those impressive 
figures —and the growing ap­ 
petite of the world's burgeon­ 
ing population—the farming 
industry is threatened by a 
variety of uncontrollable pres­ 


sures: variations in climate 
that can wipe out an entire 
crop; soaring taxes and urban 
encroachments; high interest 
rates that make the cost of 
credit prohibitive; labor short­ 
ages and increased operationg 
costs. 
Minard Farms in Clinton- 
dale has felt those pressures 
like any other agribusiness in 
the county. For John Minard, 
in fact, mere survival signals a 
successful successful year.

Larg ely as a resu lt of ou t 
ex posu re, the N ational Hig hway Traffic Safety Adm inistration 
(N H TS A ) opened a formal inv estig ation. 
Two y ears later, the inv estig ation is still at sea. 
T he storv actu ally beg an in 19 67 with G eneral Motors 
discov ery that a "blower relay ” u sed in C adillacs was failing 


its eng ineering tests, 
'This innocent-looking switch, somewhat 
sm aller th an a 
cig arette packag e, is a v ital part ol the air conditioning sy stem 
Any breakdown can cau se su dden, dang erou s electric fires. 
Nonetheless, the blower relay s were installed in 19 69 and 19 7 ( 
Cadillacs. By the end of 19 69 . there were an incredible 21.(MX 
blower relay failu res in the 19 69 Cadillacs, The 19 7 0 Cadillacs 
did 1 letter with only 9 .516 reported relay failu res. 
GM abandoned the trou bled relay dev ice before produ cing 
the 19 7 1 model. Ru t before du m ping the defectiv e part, an 
honest m e m o circu lated throu g h ( adillac s plu sh headqu arters. 
T he m em o stated starkly that 48 percent of the relay s wou ld 
probably fail in Fiv e y ears or 5 0,000 miles. 
T he finding s led some Cadillac men to u rg e a recall campaig n 
which wou ld protect Cadillac owners bu t wou ld cost $1.4 


million. 
C adillac’s bosses balked. In addition to the ex pense, the 
recall cam paig n wou ld hav e m eant adm itting th at ( adillac, 
"th e king of cars.” had flaws. It was decided, therefore, to fix 
the cars th at cam e in withou t alerting other owners to the 
potential dang er. 
By the tim e of the cov eru p decision, the trou ble reports were 
g rowing more om inou s. One told of an elderly m an who tried 
to fig ht the fire in his new Cadillac with a hand ex ting u isher. 
He wou nd u p in the hospital with ov er $10.(MM) in bills. Other 
reports told of bu rned hands, bu rned dashes, bu rned cars. 
In the spring of 19 7 3, we u ncov ered the scandal. O u r qu eries 
to GM produ ced W aterg ate-like responses. First cam e ou trig ht 
denials, then partial, g u arded adm issions of som e trou ble. Bu t 
I a spokesm an told u s no recall cam paig n was institu ted becau se, 
“ the situ ation was not considered safety reated u nder the 
federal safety a c t.’’ 
At this point, the feds entered the pictu re. It 
is the 
g ov ernm ent’s responsibility to protect 
the consu m er. 3 he 
C enter for Au to Safety g av e the federal sleu ths all the 
information, which we had asked them to help ev alu ate. rI hen 
we sat hack to wait. 
And we waited. 
Last week, we called the N H T S A abou t the inv estig ation. A 
spokesm an told u s no conclu sion has been reached in the 
m atter. Bu t, he added, “ we are essentially down with the 
inv estig ativ e phase of the inv estig ation.’’ 
W h a t’s left? Well, after the N H T S A finishes the u nconclu ded 
inv estig ativ e phases, the inv estig ation 
is ev alu ated, then 
assessed, and then a determ ination is m ade as to w hether a 
defect ex ists. If a defect is fou nd, pu blic hearing s are held so 
the indu stry can present its case. 
By the tim e the case is conclu ded, the dang erou s Cadillacs 
will be obsolete.

KINGSTON 
"Life goes in chapters I’ve determined. My life has had several chapters, 
reasons E. Dayton Rose. l?-year resident of Hudson Valley Senior Residence, 
the former Home for the Aged at 80 Washington Avenue, As he starts his 
95th year this month, Mr. Rose continues "Now I'm starting another chapter. 
You know, after my successful eye operation this spring I can read again and 
write letters." 
Carefully placed in a small table hook rack are several hooks of biographies 
selected from the home’s library. “ I like biographies, just think of all the 
wonderful things these folks have done — Mahatma Gandhi for instance. I 
don’t think that one over there now is any relation to him. She can’t be; 
— Benjamin Franklin, what a great deal he did for Philadelphia; — Elizabeth 
Barrett and Robert Browning, what a perfectly lovely story, only thing wrong 
was the hateful father. Why he didn't look at her letters for five years; 
Marie Antoinette, her mother helped her. As long as her mother lived she 
was acceptable to the French people.’’ With the aid of glasses and a 
magnifying glass, Mr. Rose has read eight books this summer. 
On the bed is the Reader’s Digest and the New York Times in large print. 
Neatly piled is the box of letters from friends. At one time he corresjionded 
with a doctor in Czechoslovakia whose name he had received from a |H*n pal 
organization. For a time he wrote to the YW CA secretary in San Francisco; 
even found two possible relatives out there. 
His latest correspondent. Paul G. Ehrsam, retired professor of English at 
New York University, has informed him that he is probably the oldest living 
member of Alpha Kappa Psi, a professional business fraternity founded in 
1904. Professor Ehrsam is fraternity president and found Mr. Rose s name 
in an old membership list published when Mr. Rose worked for an accounting 
firm in New .Jersey. His soft blue eyes twinkle as he recalls joining the chapter 
in New York City in 1908. Now they have chapters all over the country and 
earlier this month held the national convention in Minneapolis. 
Mr. Rose was graduated from New York University’s School of Commerce, 
Accounts and Finance in 1903, the second class to be graduated from this 
particular school in the university. 
Memorv-recall works wonders as he relates the modern day youth’s 
adventures with his own back in 1907. With one of his three brothers, he spent 
that summer on a bicycle tour of Europe. 
Did they back pack their luggage? "No, we shipped our trunks on ahead 
to the different hotels, but each carried a little suitcase on the bicycle 
containing a change of clothes, because we were out in all kinds of weather 
and even the mud guards did not keep us from getting splashed. Thinking 
about it we did buy knap-sacks in Switzerland. 
"Scotland — we bought some of those light weight woolen shirts, had them 
for years. Edinburgh was one of the finest cities in Europe. Wales — good 
deal of water power there. It was the envy of the engineering world. Paris 
— we met some of the girl students whom we had seen on the steamer and 
we wanted to entertain them, but how does one find something of which 
parents would approve at the Parisian theatres? Ireland — my brother could 
never understand how I could ride my bicycle so fast down those Irish 
mountains. England — We stayed with a family in an ancestral estate in 
Sudbury, Oxfordshire, near Banbury Cross." 
The brothers had crossed the Atlantic by steamer crowded with many 
student travelers. After visiting the British Isles and parts of France, they 
sent their bicycles on ahead to Genoa, Italy, because they took a train through 
the Alps. 
“ At Naples we met an American by the name of Rose who was in the 
theatrical business. We did not go into Germany. It was just before the first 
World War, and because we only spoke English, the Germans wetf not too 
friendly. It was like ‘waving a red cloth at a bull!"

The whole trip was a reward from his brother whom Mr. Rose had taken 
on numerous other vacations to the World's Fair in St. Dmis. a cruise on 
the Great Lakes, summer in Maine. Mr. Rose was employed in the treasurer's 
office of the New York Central Railroad tor six years after graduation and 
train travel was one of the job’s gratuities. 
Mr. R<*se was born August 17. 1880 at Matawan, N .J., a son ot the late 
Geojge L. Rose and Mary Dayton Rose His father founded the Rose leather 
Co. in New York City with branches in Philadelphia. Boston and Gloversville 
He was given his mother s family name, Dayton, for a middle name. One 
of her relatives. .Jonathan Dayton was a classmate ot Aaron Burr at Princeton 
and through Burr was taken out to Ohio where Dayton was named tor him. 
'This man’s father. Elias Dayton (Mr. Rose’ tirst name is Elias) was a stall 
officer in Washington's army during the Revolution. 
"Don’t think I’ve done much to tiring honor to the Dayton or Rose name," 
he ponders, "but 1 have tried to tie a good citizen and lead a Christian lite " 
How did Mr. Rose come to this area? "W ell, my mother who had suffered 
with lung trouble, wanted me to do something to keep out in the air and 
gave me some chickens to raise. I became interested and when my eyes began 
to give me trouble in the accounting work. I decided to go into chicken 
farmi ng." 


The family was living in Yonkers at the time and Mr. Rose decided to buy 
a farm in New Paltz, where he conducted a poultry business tor 4b years 
He had 500 laying hens and 100 apple trees. He went to the State Agricultural 
School at Farmingdale. L.I. to learn the latest methods but admits it was 
not a profitable business, "unfortunately it was a mostly hand-to-mouth 
existence, not quite like I expected, but we did make a living." 
The New Paltz people were friendly and he married the girl next door, Ruth 
Adele I>eeder. While in New Paltz he was treasurer for nine years and member 
of the Huguenot Grange and a member of the Dutch Reformed Church 
He came to the home 17 years ago and isthe only survivor of his immediate 
family. Before his eye conditions kept him "grounded" he was active in the 
Kingston Golden Age Cub, attended Clintoif Avenue Methodist Church and 
did a great deal of walking in the uptown area. He has lived at the Home 
under six different managers. 
Sunday, August 17, Mr. Rose was special guest of honor at the dinner meal 
in celebration of his 95th birthday.

Much .Conf usi on on Heart Bl ock 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M .D. 
DEAR DR. LAM B—Wo uld y o u please ex - 
p le;n to me w hat heart blo ck is? Where it can 
o ccur and w hat causes it? I hav e a friend 
w ith this pro blem and do n’t kno w w hether it 
is serio us o r no t. 
DEAR READER—There is a lot of confusion 
about heart block, because there are several 
different kinds and all can be caused by several 
different medical conditions. 
You can have a block in the special nerve-like 
conduction to either the right or lefe side ot the 
heart. These are classified as right or left 
bundle branch block depending on which is 
involved. The right bundle branch block is 
more common and may occur in y oung, healt hy 
people without any other indication of heart 
trouble. 
Both right and left bundle branch block can 
be caused by an old inflammation ot the heart 
with a chilhood disease or from such serious 
problems as a recent heart attack. 
The treatm ent of right or left bundle branch 
block depends on what causes it. When found 


The block can mean that the conduction 
between the upper and lower chambers is 
merely slowed, and this will not have a major 
effect on he function of the heart. Or. the block 
can be such that some of the impulses to cause 
a heartbeat do not get through at all and finally 
all of the impulses can be blocked so that the 
lower chambers have to run independently from 
the upper chambers.

When toda y’s teens grow up. the new symbol 
of all that is dear about America may no longer 
f>e M om 's apple pie. M a ny moms don't bake 
apple pies a nym ore, beca use the frozen variety 
ta stes a littl like cinna mon-fla vored ca rdboard. 
The new symbol of America n goodness ma y be 
the colonel’s chicken, 
the 
burger with 
the 
specia l sa uce, two sesa me-seed burgers and an 
a ll-beef bun -oops! -o r the super sha ke t h a t’s 
so thick you c a n ’t spill it if you try — it bounces. 
M a ny teens sjiend so m uch tim e and money at 
the fast-food factories tha t their veins conta in 
type A ketchup. 
Recently some dieticia ns conducted a study 
on what the fry-and-fly counters offered their 
customers in the way of nutrition. T h e results 
surprised nobody except some of the people 
most concerned — the teens who may do most 
of their daily ea ting at the ha mburger cha ins. 
Ba sica lly, the studies indica ted that the fast- 


fo o d counters are doing very little to cha nge the 
America n tendency to be overfed and under- 
noursihed. T o m a ke m a tters worse, m a ny teens 
tended to order m enus tha t ma de their diet 
even more ca lorie-hea vy a nd nutrition-short. 
However, it isn’t always easy to pick the best 
food from the menu. 
For insta nce, the super-duper burger in most 
lines of ha m burger sta nd offerings is usually 
about twice the price of the regular, bottom -of- 
the-line burger, a nd seem s to be about twice the 
size. However, it is far from being twice as 
nutritious. So m e big burgers may conta in as 
ma ny as three tim es the calories as a plain- 
burger— em pty caloris from more bread in the 
bun and more fat in the m ea t. M a ny conta ined 
no more nutrition tha n the burger costing ha lf 
as much, since their a ppa rent large size was 
considera bly inflated by fa t, air, and w a t e r - 
most una voidably added during processing, but 
still not very satisfying to the need for protein. 
It would seem tha t one might be better off 
ordering two sma ll burgers, discarding ha lf of 
ea ch bun, a nd sticking the two together. Not 
only would 
they 
be chea per and 
lower in 
calories, but they would satisfy more of the 
protein need. 
Most burgers are ordered with a side order of 
fries. T his is odd. because a good, crisp, tender, 
delicately browned Dry is a rarity equal to 
M o m ’s a pple pie. 
M a ny were found to be 
cooked in fa ts rich in choies torol, and very few 
were a ctua lly fried. In fa ct, some were found to 
be pressed, dehydra ted potatoes with generous 
portions of preservatives and flavorings added.

interested 
in 
ea ting 
na tural, 
nutritious food has proba bly wondered what is 
in a thick sha ke. One thing tha t may not be in 
it is milk. Things tha t may be in it include 
cocoanut 
oil, 
preservatives, a rtificial colors, 
a rtificial flavors, and ha lf a da y’s a llotment of 
calories. 
Slightly lower in calories tha n the sha kes are 
the colas and soft drinks. However, the 150 
calories or so in a soft drink are em pty calories, 
p r o v i d i n g 
no 
n u t r i t i o n e x c e p t fo r th e 
ca rbohydra tes tha t most teens get more tha n 
enough of a nyw a y, and, in the case of cola, a 
shot of ca ffein that provides a boost, but an 
artificial one. 
Il you are really interested in eating food that 
feeds your body and not just your mouth, 
experts say you will chose such sna cks or 
lunches 
as 
hard-boiled 
eggs, 
waterpacked 
sardines, peanut butter sandwiches, cheese, or 
raw fruit. 
However, for most of us, the lure of the gang 
going to the fast-fry oasis is too strong. In tha t 
case, your best bet is to have a sm a ll burger, 
skip the fries, and order a glass of milk, fruit 
juice, or wa ter for a thirst-quencher. You will 
not only get more cha nge ba ck from your dollar, 
but you’ll find that it will be easier to get the 
change in you pocket beca use you’re slimm er. 
But we’d still like a slice of M o m ’s apple pie 
for desert . . .

T a k e sna ps under various light conditions, 
indoors and out, in sunshine and shade, as your 
ca m era allows. 
Organizing your report is the final step. Is it 
to be w ritten? Color sna ps are best for this. 
T ype the written part of your report, leaving 
room for ca ptioned photos. Or, if you prefer, put 
ca ptioned photos on a sepa ra te page. 
Is it a slide or movie presenta tion? Pla n it so 
that no slide or movie scene is on the screen 
longer tha n 10 seconds.

I he tax pay ers Rebellio n batted .667 in three recent 
co ntests in l ister Co unty , a terrific av erag e in any leag ue. 
Did the tax pay ers in New Paltz and Ko ndo ut "win” , in 
rejecting the hig h scho o l budg ets, while tho se in Onteo ra 
“ lo se" in accepting a budg et o n the seco nd try ? 
It all depends o n where the indiv idual places his 
prio rities. And that is where the battle rag es. 


On teora tax pay ers, in th eir in fin ite wisdom, kn ocked ou t th e 
football program sev eral y ears ago. It h as n ev er been th e same. 
In addition to settin g football back sev eral y ears, th ey lost th e 
serv ices of on e of th e fin est coach es in th e area, a gen tleman 
wh o packed h is bags an d mov ed to New Hampsh ire, wh ere h is 
teams won state titles. 
Football may su rv iv e at New Paltz an d Kon dou t, bu t 
irreparable h arm h as been don e to some of th e sen iors with 
ou tstan din g ath letic ability in th e area of sch olarsh ips an d 
fin an cial su pport in college. 
Some h ard-n osed tax pay ers are n ot likely to be persu aded by 
su ch argu men ts. 
* 
"Are we ru n n in g th e ath letic program for a h an d fu ll of 
su perstars?," th ey respon d. Th e an swer is n o, n ot really , bu t 
wh y sh ou ld th e kids be th e pawn s in th is etern al battle between 
tax pay ers an d boards of edu cation . 


Funny peo ple, we tax pay ers. 
We sto p at the g as statio n and we’re g reeted with: so rry , 
Charlie, g as is no w up to 60 cents. Do y o u debate with the 
statio n o perato r? Yo u do n't. Yo u just pay . 
The wife g o es to the supermarket and fo r $5 0 she g ets as 
much g ro ceries as she paid o nly $3 0 a few y ears ag o . 
The friendly mix o lo g ist say s, so rry , fello s, it’ll co st y o u 
$1 .2 5 fo r y o ur fav o rite co nco ctio n fro m no w o n. 
One o f tho se blo ckbuster mo v ies co mes to to wn and y o u 
po ny up fo ur o r fiv e do llars. Is the mo v ie wo rth that much. 
Of co urse, no t But it's the “ in” thing to do and y o u simply 
must see it, reg ardless o f co st. 


Th at fellow down in Wash in gton goes arou n d th e cou n try 
tellin g people th at th e recession h sas ‘bottomed ou t.’ W’on der 
if h e ev er stojw at a gas station or sen ds th e missu s to th e 
su permarket. 
Th en th ere’s th at million aire in th e cabin et wh o tries to make 
u s all feel like welfare ch eats an d tells u s ev ery th in g will be 
alrigh t if we wou ld ju st practice good old fash ion ed v irtu es. Tell 
th at to a gu y with fou r or fiv e kids an d makin g less th an $15,000 
a y ear. 


What has all that g o t to do with hig h scho o l budg et? 
Simply this: fo r the tax pay ers, many liv ing o n fix ed 
inco mes, the scho o l budg et is the Armag eddo n, the last 
v estig e o f the American eco no my o v er which he has a 
measure o f co ntro l. 
Go v ernment, fro m the lo wly hamlet, thro ug h the to wn, 
co unty , state and federal lev els, fix es the tax rates fo r 
ev ery thing the tax pay er needs to stay aliv e, and there is 
no thing y o u can do abo ut it. 
The scho o l budg et is still subject to public referendum, 
altho ug h, "ealistically 95 percent o f the to tal o f the Jx udg et 
is mandated by law bey o nd the co ntro l o f the tax pay er. 
So , in effect, the dissatisfied tax pay er is ex ercising the 
last v eto left to him as an American citizen. And so lo ng 
as tax lev ies ag ainst real estate remains the so urce o f funds 
fo r scho o l budg ets, the picture isn’t g o ing to chang e v ery 
much. 


Wh at kin d of people v ote again st sch ool bu dgets? First, th ose 
with fix ed in comes an d, with more early retiremen ts, th e 
n u mber grows. Th en th ere is th e grou p th at reacts again st an y 
kin d of in crease in tax es. A lesser grou p is th e an ti-ath letics 
bloc. 
Probably th e most v eh emen t an ti-bu dget v oters are an ti­ 
teach er grou ps. Million s of tax pay ers across th e cou n try are 
con v in ced th at teach ers are th e most ov er-paid of all pu blic 
serv an ts. A debate with th ese folks is a n o-win proposition . 
Nev er will th ey be con v in ced th at teach ers are n ot ov erpaid 
an d n ev er will th ey v ote for a bu dget. Th ey h av e n oth in g 
again st th e kid u p th e street wh o migh t lose an ath letic 
sch olarsh ip u n der an au sterity bu dget. Th ey ju st don ’t like 
teach ers. To th em teach ers are a n ecessary ev il—mostly ev il. 


Mo st reaso nable peo ple are ro o ting fo r tho se public 
spirited citizens try ing to sav e fo o tball at New Paltz and 
Ko ndo ut as ad ho c co mmittees. Their task will no t be easy . 
On the subject o f priv ately -suppo rted athletics at a hig h 
scho o l, is it unreaso nable to ask: 
If an ad ho c co mmittee co mes fo rward to sav e fo o tball, 
can we ex pect o ther g ro ups to sav e basketball, baseball, 
swimming , track, et cetera? 
The easiest answer is: well, if eno ug h peo ple are in­ 
terested the o ther spo rts will be sav ed. It’s no t that simple, 
as the fo lks in New Paltz and Ko ndo ut will disco v er. 
One interesting reactio n we’v e heard g o es so mething like 
this: "Well, if they can pull it o ff o ne y ear, why no t let them 
suppo rt fo o tball ev ery y ear? So und prepo stero us? Of 
co urse, but peo ple’s minds are capable o f prespo stero us 
thing s. 
If h igh sch ool sports are in jeopardy becau se of au sterity 
bu dgets, th e pictu re isn ’t mu ch better on th e college lev el. So 
lon g as college ath letics are fu n ded by allocation s from stu den t 
fees, th eir fu tu re will be as ten u ou s as th e in ter-sch olastics. 
Stu den t con trol at New Paltz State h as n ow reach ed th e 
poin t wh ere th e stu den ts are reportedly deman din g th e righ t 
to pick an d ch oose wh at sports th ey will su pport. If th is mild 
form of an arch y is permitted to prev ail at State, it can mean 
on ly on e th in g—th e ev en tu al abolition of th e en tire in ter- 
collegiate ath letic program. An d th at migh t be a lot soon er th an 
man y people th in k. 


In the final anay lsis, the bro uha o v er scho o l budg ets 
co mes do wn to a questio n o f ho w each indiv idual sets his 
o r her prio rities. If fo o tball g o es do wn the drain at Ko ndo ut 
and New Paltz, ho wev er, we hav e the feeling a lo t o f peo ple 
will liv e with heav y co nscience fo r a lo ng time.

lor his visit m unemotional tones in the dining room ol Perry’s 
Huguenot Manor Country Club. 
“ I came to get two players." he said. “ Glenn Hudson has 
agreed to go with us. and now I’m looking lor a big limn 
The professional teams in Sweden are allowed two inqwrls 
each, and most squads look to the I S. lor talent. Glen Berry, 
formerly ol l ister County Community College, is one ol the 
most successful American players in the Swedish league. They 
don’t all turn out like Berry, however, and that's why Merkel 
came to meet his recruits in jierson. 
Hudson, a recent New Paltz State graduate, is the highest 
scorer in Hawk basketball history, and Merkel feels some of that 
skill can rub off. 
"Me is a pure shelter. We need someone like that In Sweden 
we don't shoot so well," 
Merkel also had to judge whether or not Hudson would be 
able to handle the adjustment that goes along with living in 
a strange country.

KINGSTON 
Through two years ol inflation, energy shortages and a 
sagging economy, the popularity ol txwlmg in the Kingston 
area has held its own. This year, even though bowlers will have 
to dig a little deeper in their pockets, John Ferraro thinks things 
might even get better. 
Ferraro, proprietor of the city's two howling establishments, 
felt that even though the price of the sport has jumped a nickel 
(to 80 cents |H’r line for open bowling), it still remains an 
inexpensive form of enteratinment. 
“ Kvon a movie these days is three dollars," he said. “ And 
this is a family sjs»rt, and kids bowl for (50 cents. The leagues 
are still organizing, so we won't have the facts until about Labor 
Day on how many bowler* we’ll have this year, but 1 don’t think 
we have anything to worry about.” 
I/Cagues, of course, are the backbone of the bowling business. 
For a T» week season a participant will In* paying $2.25 a night. 
That figure is adjusted upward five cents for every week less 
than T* that a league runs. 
One other Imwling related figure on the increase is the 
IMipularity of mixed leagues. 
“ There’s no question mixed bowling is becoming more 
ixipular We re starting another mixed league this year,’’ said 
Ferraro. 
On the technological side of the industry, Ferraro's houses 
are still a ways away from the computerized storekeepers. 
“ It's a gc*od idea,” said Ferraro, “ but it doesn't satisfy me 
yet To install it would mea an increase in the price to bowlers, 
and there's always the possibility of breakdowns. We don't 
want anybody 
mad about that. We want to satisfy our 
customers " 
Ferraro said he'd survey his bowlers before making such an 
investment. “ W ere interested, but not yet.” 
I'he trend toward four-man versus five-man teams has not 
vet been felt 
111 the area. Another situation which seems 
stabilized is the major league picture where last year's setup 
of 18 relatively well balanced teams ap|>ears ready to roll again. 
“ That was a good league, 
said Ferraro. “ Right down to the 
last weeks we had four or five teams that were within a few 
points of each other.”

As the President began a final round of golf, Press Secretary Hon Nessen told 
reporters Ford had spent more than twice as much time working as playing 
during the first 12 days of his visit to this Rocky Mountain resort. 


Nessen had the time broken down: about 44 hours outdoor sports activity, 
and about 10H hours at work 
including 35 hours conferring with staff members, 
39 hours in "private work." and almost 34 hours at public events during the 
highly political swing through Iowa, Minnesota and Illinois last Monday and 
Tuesday. 


On his way back to Washington, Ford will spend tonight in Chicago to give 
an economic speech there Monday morning at a hardware industry convention. 
From there he goes to Milwaukee for lunch with area news media executives, 
a locally televised interview and an address at a W hite House-sponsored 
conference on domestic policy before flying on to Washington.
